One of the most unique city 
parks in all the world must surely 
be Bughouse Square in Chicago. 
Sightseeing buses make regular 
stops there and thousands of peo- 
ple have gone back to homes all 
over America to tell of what they 
have seen and heard at this public 
park. 

Actually, Bughouse Square is a 
lovely little park about one mile 
north of Chicago’s Loop. The 


‘grass is green, there is a lovely 


little fountain, there are _ rose- 
bushes and, of course, benches 
where anyone who wishes may 
stop and rest. It is located just a 
few blocks from Moody Bible In- 
stitute. 

There is nothing unusual about 
the looks of this little park. It is 
what goes on there that is so 
unusual. Bughouse Square, you 
see, is a speaking place for ab- 
solutely anyone who has anything 
he wants to say. 

I have heard preachers of all 
sizes, shapes, colors and denomina- 
tions speak from an improvised 
platform in Bughouse Square. I 
have heard Communists speak 
there. I have heard atheists speak 
there. In a single afternoon there 
may be twenty speakers in rapid 
succession. One man may tell why 
he thinks the American flag 
should have more (or less) stripes 
or why he feels the stars should 
be in the middle of the flag or 
perhaps in a border around the 
flag. The next man may tell why 
he is against putting grass in pub- 
lic parks! He may insist that it 
takes too much money to water 
the grass and to mow it and it 
is an absolute shameful waste of 
the taxpayers’ money! 

The man who follows may de- 
clare we should reduce our armed 
forces and the next man may 
make a speech insisting that the 
color of policeman’s’ uniforms 
should be changed from blue to 
purple! I have heard men tell why 
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they believe in prohibition, others 
tell why they did not believe in 
prohibition. I have heard advo- 
cates of free love. In fact, I have 
heard men speak on just about 
every subject imaginable. Decent 
things and indecent’ things, men 
who used the most eloquent lan- 
guage imaginable and men who 
speak with a steady stream of 
profanity and obscenity. 


Of course you may wonder why 


I spent so much time in Bughouse | 


Square. Well, I actually did not 
spend a great deal of time there. 
But when I was a student at 
Moody Bible Institute I at one time 
had a job taking visitors sight- 
seeing around Chicago and visitors 
always wanted to see Bughouse 
Square. So, again and again, I

Tonight I close the series of 
messages on the Second Coming 
by giving a rather detailed Bible 
study on the subject of Hell. Now 
I will not necessarily preach an 
evangelistic sermon; rather, I 
would like to acquaint you with 
Hell and explain exacte; what the 
Bible teaches about it, using 
twenty-two different verses of 
Scripture. Rather than look them 
up, perhaps I could quote them, or 
give you the references as I bring 
the message, and you make a note 
in the margin of your Bible, or on 
a piece of paper as to what the 
Bible says about Hell, then you 
may have them for future refer- 
ences. 

There are three worlds in exist- 
ence. The world about us here whe 
live on this earth. Then there is 
the world about which we spoke 
this morning. I always like to 
preach something about Heaven 
close to the time when I preach 
on Hell, because invaribly some- 
body will nip at me and say that 
all I do is preach on wrath, Hell, 
and judgment:So~I preach on 
Heaven to balance it off. 


I will teach awhile tonight, with 
a little preaching interspersed, on 
the subject, “To Hell and Back.” 
Actually the Bible teaches that 
people do go to Hell and come 
back. 


Sanctification by the 
Holy Spirit: Internal

In closing the last chapter I re- 
marked that sanctification is both 
absolute and progressive. Absolute 
sanctification is by the one offer- 
ing of Christ on the cross, and 
will be treated of further on. Pro- 
gressive sanctification is looked at 
in two ways: it is by the Spirit 
and by the Word. 

It may help some to put it in 
this way: 

Sanctification by the Shirit is 
INTERNAL, It is an experiencé with- 
in the believer. 


Sanctification by the blood of 
Christ is ETERNAL, It is not an ex- 
per lence; it is positional; it has to

In I Corinthians 6:9, 10 we read 
of a host of sinful characters who 


shall not inherit the kingdom of 
God. The 11th verse immediately 
adds, “And such were some of you: 
but ye are washed, but ye are 
sanctified, but ye are justified, in 
the name of the Lord Jesus, and 
by the Spirit of our God.” 
Again, in II Thessalonians 2:13 
we read, “But we are bound to 
give thanks always to God for 
you, brethren beloved of the Lord, 
because God hath from the begin- 
ning chosen you to _ salvation 
through sanctification of _ the 
Spirit and belief of the truth.” 
Closely linked with this is the 
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The Bible has a great deal to 
say about Hell. In fact, it has more 
to say about Hell than about 
Heaven. There are more Scriptures 
in the Bible that teach about Hell 
than teach about Heaven; there 
are more verses in the Bible which 
tell about the conditions of Hell 
than you find telling about the 
conditions of Heaven. Now for a 
person to close his eyes on the 
subject of Hell is to refuse to be- 
lieve a portion of the Word of 
God. 

Modern scholarship says, 
is no such thing as Hell.’ 
ample: 

Dr. DeHaan, the famous radio 
preacher, had preached many years 
ago on the subject of Hell on the 
radio. Some  preacher--I_ say 
preacher—“‘reverend’’—wrote him 
and in these words he said:

Well, no modern scholar be- 
lieved the flood was coming ei- 
ther, but it came.

Teaching Wrong

“Will a man rob God? Yet ye 
have robbed me. But ye _ Say, 
Wherein have we robbed thee? In 
tithes and offerings. Ye are cursed 
with a curse: for ye have robbed 
me, even this whole nation. Bring 
ye all the tithes into the store- 
house, that there may be meat 
in mine house, and prove me now 
herewith, saith the Lord of hosts, 
if I will not open you the win- 
dows of heaven, and pour you out 
a blessing, that there shall not be 
room enough to receive it.” 


Malachi 3:8-10 
I want you to know that I am 
not against tithing. Christians 


ought to tithe. Let us say it this 
way: No Christian in New Testa- 
ment times ought to give less 
than a Jew under ceremonial law. 
Surely a Christian should indicate 
his love for God, his obedience and 
faith in God’s care, by giving not 
less than a tithe. The truth is, 
all we have belongs to God. I am 
not talking against tithing, just 
against what is called “‘storehouse 
tithing.” 

That teaching, as I understand 
it, is not taught in the Bible, but 
is an invention of selfish men. I 
am not against even. giving 
through your local church; { am 
just against anvbody having A 
whip and beating you over the 


head and making you give 
it through the church. Neither am 
I against your helping support 
your pastor or your denomina- 
tional program; I am just against 
your giving that way without 
praying about it and without find- 
ing out from God whether that is 
the way that you ought to give or 
not. Christian people ought to pray 
about their giving and find the 
will of God and give to the glory 
of God. So I am against what is 
sometimes called “storehouse tith- 
ing’ teaching.

third chapter and verse 10: “Bring 
ye all the tithes into the store- 
house, that there may be meat

Some Are Ashamed of the 
Gospel 

Jesus said, ““‘Whosoever there- 
fore shall be ashamed of me and 
of my words in this adulterous and 
sinful generation; of him also shall 
the Son of man be ashamed, when 
he cometh in the glory of his Fa- 
ther with the holy angels’ (Mark 
8:38). 


Paul wrote Timothy, “Be not 
thou therefore ashamed of the 
testimony of our Lord, nor of me 
his prisoner: but be thou partaker 
of the afflictions of the gospel ac- 
cording to the power of God” (II 
Tim. 1:8). 


Some people are ashamed of 
preachers like Paul who get in 
jail for the Gospel, some people 
are ashamed to be known as a 
fundamentalists beacause the mod- 
ernists and the pussyfooters talk 
against the term. People are 
ashamed of any connection with 
the old-time heroes of the faith, 
W. B. Riley, Paul Rood, and Sco- 
field and Gaebelein and Trumbull 
and R.. A. Torrey and Billy Sun- 
day, men who were vigorous in 
condemning sin and modernism 
and called people to repentance 
and would not have fellowship | 
with unbelievers. And the same 
kind of pussyfooting Christians are 
ashamed of THE SWORD OF THE 
Lorp and the old-time message 
and our stand against sin and 
against the wicked unbelief, 


We have just answered a letter 
from a lady who suggested that 
any controversy, any defense of 
the faith be put over in the back 
of THE SwORD OF THE LORD so that 
a lost person wouldn’t see them 
but would see only the sermons 
which would come first! She had 
the foolish and unbelieving idea 
that to be against sin keeps you 
from winning souls. She had the 
idea that to be outspoken for 
Christ and the Bible and for the 
Bible kind of fellowship only with 
Bible believers and good Christians 
would have you to lose spiritual 
power with men! 


In the first mail that we opened 
Monday a week ago there were 
seven letters from seven different 
people who wrote to say they were 
saved through sermons in THE 
SWORD OF THE LoRD. Some. were 
saved through a sermon by Dr. 
Tom Malone, some were saved 
by one of my sermons. And how 
I thank God that through these 
long years God and common Chris- 
tians have stood by this preaching 
of the Gospel, this contending for 
the faith, and that God has vindi- 
eated that kind of preaching by 
giving us souls. We have had souls 
saved not only in our big cam- 
paigns where we preached hard 
against sin, where we have made 
sin an issue and demanded that 
people repent, where we called a 
modernist a modernist, and any 
wicked Christ rejecter was count- 
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Can a Dancing Teen Be a 
Good Christian? 

Dan Halligan apparently is a 
columnist writing regularly for 
The Chicago Daily News, but his 
column, “Under 21,” has only come 
to my attention one time and 
then it was because of the three- 
column headlined title, “Can A 
Daneing Teen Be a Good Chris- 


| tian?” His column seems to be, as 


indicated by the title, principally 
aimed at teen-age readers. 

The time I saw it, Mr. Halligan 
had just received a letter from 
a-minister’s wife taking issue with 
him for siding in with two girls 
against their parents about danc- 
ing. Her letter, whieh I am repro- 
ducing here, said: 

“Dear Dan: I’m a_ minister's 
wife and we have four children, 
two of them teen-agers. We read 
in the paper recently about the 
two girls who said they liked to 
dance but their parents were op- 
posed to it. 

“We feel that you let. the par- 
ents down and even went. so far 
as to say it wasn’t too late for 
the parents to learn to dance. Al- 
though you said some churches ap- 
prove of dancing, I’m glad to know 
you reaiize that there are some 
who do not approve. 


“T don’t feel teen-agers have 
to dance to live a good, clean 
life and my two teen-agers are 
opposed to it because our church 
opposes it. I thank the Lord for 
the stand my teen-agers have at 
school. 


“Another thing, you also told 
the two teen-agers you were on 
their side, and I suppose you think 
that would help matters at home. 
—Mrs. C. G.” 


Halligan’s answer, after first 
saying that he respected the lady’s 
religion and expected her to re- 
spect his, was: “While you have 
the right to say and believe teen- 
agers don’t have to dance to lve 
a good, clean life, I also think 
you should realize that because a 
teen-ager dances, it doesn’t make 
him or her any less of a Christian. 

“I know too many teen-agers, 
Lutheran, Catholic, Methodist and 
what have you who are as good 
a Christian as either of your two 
teen-agers but who can also cut 
a mean rug.” 


That was the extent of his de- 
fense and gives an insight into 
the brand of irresponsible, repre- 
hensible journalism offered by Mr. 
Halligan to teen-agers. He obvious- 
ly has never met the minister's 
daughters. He would not know 
them if they came into his office 
riding on a bicycle and playing 
the musical comb! He has no idea 
about the kind of Christian lives 
they are living. Yet he defends his 
position by flatly declaring that 
he knows “too many” ‘teen-agers 
“who are as good a Christian as 
either” of the two _ teen-agers 
whom he has never met and 
knows nothing about. One won- 
ders how gullible he expects _ his 
readers to be! 


I have said before—and 1 say it 
again now—I do not think that 
there is an honest, reputable, re- 
sponsible physician anywhere in 
America but what will admit that 
the sex attraction is the basic al- 
lurement of the dance. Parents 
who do not want their teen-agers 
to get in trouble will keep them 
off the dance floor regardless of 
what all the Dan Halligans and 
their. breed declare to the con- 
trary.

“We hear a lot about academic 
freedom but I don’t want a man 
or woman in a Baptist college to 
think they have the academic free- 
dom to teach that the ‘Word of 
God is not true. If they don’t be- 
lieve in the miracles, let them get 
out of our seminaries and our 
churches.” 


However, he tempered the 
strong thrust somewhat by naively 
saying that he had only heard of 
one such case in a Southern Bap- 
tist institution and had not had a 
chance to “check” it yet. He did 
say that if he knew such charges 
to be true he would “go to the 
trustees and the president and ask 
that the person be fired.”

At the Highland Park Presby- 
terian Church in Dallas a couple 
of months ago, Sunday School 
Secretary George W. McDaniel, 
Jr., marked himself present for 
the 2,501st time. Not counting his 
14-month hitch in the Navy dur- 
ing the First World War, he has 
missed Sunday School only once 
in nearly 50 years. He has, again 
omitting the Navy service, 2,402 
consecutive Sundays’ attendance 
totaling back over 41 years.

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helped by a great liquor traffic 
that would connive and help in 
every way possible despite the self- 
Jaudatory statements that they is- 
sue as to the angelic character of 
the legalized liquor traffic.

You people ‘who lived in Kansas 
prior ‘to 1949 and the first sale of 
legalized liquor know this is so 
without the presentation of any 
facts or figures. All you have to 
do is to look around you. I am im- 
pressed by the number of men I 
meet as I go over Kansas who say 
to me: “I was born and reared in 
Kansas and I never saw a drunk 
man in my life until I went into 
military service in World War II.” 

Even the figures quoted by the 
wets show that the sale and con- 
sumption of liquor has doubled un- 
der legalization. 

The next time some silly wet 
wobbles up to you and says: 
“There was more drinking under 
prohibition than under legislation,” 
ask him which way there would 
be more groceries sold, (1) for 
them to be bootlegged in a back 
alley, or (2) allowing the grocery 
stores to operate on Main Street, 
with plate glass fronts, neon signs 
and the power of advertising?” 

In the language of the Bible: 
“A wayfaring man, though he be 
a fool, need not err therein,” un- 
less he is either so dripping wet or 
has a financial interest so that he 
will not look facts in the face. 

Under prohibition you could 
travel the length and breadth of 
America and not see an advertise- 
ment for liquor. You could travel 
on railroads (and, if we had it 
today, on buses and on planes) 
without it being shoved in your 
face and without the presence of a 
single disgusting drunk. You could 
go to any hotel and not be insulted 
by the blatant presence of the 
stuff, All the alcoholic sanatoriums 
in America went out of business 
save The Keeley Institute, and it 
operated only on a part-time basis. 

I could multiply these things in- 
definitely. But come to Kansas. On 
March 11, 1954, the Ellis County 
Farmer published a picture of a 
highway truck loaded high with 
beer cans and whisky bottles 
picked up in their territory just 
outside of Ellis. One of the work- 
men said that he had worked for 
the Highway Department for 15 
years and formerly it would take 
three miles of cleaning to pick up 
the same load as a mile produces 
today. 

This is what legalization and the 
semi-respectability that legaliza- 
tion brings has done to Kansas. 
You have but to go down to your 
police department and find out 
the difference in the number of 
arrests for drunkenness, drunk 
driving, etc. I have before me a 
picture taken in the Topeka city 
jail one Sunday morning by the 
then-chief of police himself. The 
jail was built to hold 28 people. 
There were 81 in jail and almost 
unanimously for being drunk.

paying more than its share of local 
taxes and doing nobly by the tax- 
payer. 

Well, it is hard to make accurate 
comparisons between TVA’s fig- 
ures and those of a private com- 
pany; but the production of elec- 
tricity is a reasonable measure of 
a company’s size. TVA turns out 
about 16 billion kilawatt hours of 
electricity a year. It paid 6.3 mil- 
lion dollars in lieu of local taxes, 
and the local taxes paid by the 
companies which distribute its 
power came to about 9.9 million. 
Total local taxes, 16.2 million dol- 
lars. 

In Chicago the Commonwealth 
Edison Company, a private con- 
cern, produced 21 billion kilowatt 
hours of power in 1959, or about 
30 per cent more than the TVA. 
What did it pay in state and local 
taxes? Something over 54 million 
dollars, not to mention 58 million 
in federal income taxes. 

As a whole, the country’s private 
power companies turn out about 
| 650 billion kilowatt hours a year 
and pay state and local taxes of 
about 850 million dollars—nearly 
half again as much proportionate- 
ily, as the combined payments of 
TVA and its distributors.

He says, “But 
since the life of one congregation 
cannot be isolated from that of 
others, it is plain that a certain 
measure of rule will usually have 
to be more widely exercised, e.g., 
in the common control of ordina- 
tion, ordering of services, super- 
vision of credal confession, de- 
cisions on difficult ethical or dis- 
ciplinary questions” (Page 84). So 
he does not understand the New 
Testament plan of individual, in- 
dependent, self-governing local 
churches calling their own pastors, 
owning their own property, sup- 
porting their program. Many good 
things are said in the book. But 
it is generally academic instead 
of practical. There is no discus- 
sion of the call to the ministry, 
the training for the ministry, on 
how to preach, how to win souls.

One day an atheist was among 
the speakers.

“I don’t say that all youngsters 
who go steady are necessarily en- 
gaging in sinful activities,” he 
added, “but they will unquestion- 
ably be faced with extremely seri- 
ous temptations,’’—Denver Post.

men. They had, like the Ephesians 
(chap. 2:1-5), “walked according 
to the course of this age,” lured on 
by that unholy “spirit that now 
worketh in the sons of disobedi- 
ence.” But a great change had 
taken place in them. Old affec- 
tions and desires had been super- 
seded by new and holy longings. 
The wicked life had been. ex- 
changed for one in which the pur- 
suit after godliness was character- 
What had wrought this 
change? ‘Three: expressions are 
used to convey the fulness of it. 
They had been “washed, sancti- 
fied, and justified’’—and all “in the 
name of the Lord Jesus and by the 
Spirit of our God,” Objective and 
subjective are here closely linked 
together. The work and. charac- 
ter, of the Lord Jesus had been 
presented as set forth in the Gos- 
pel. He alone was the Saviour of 
sinners. 


But in. the application of that 
salvation to men there is neces- 
sarily the subjective side. Men are 
unclean because of sin, and must 
be “washed.” The “washing. of 
water by the word” (Eph. 5:25, 
26) is clearly alluded to. The word 
of God lays hold on the con- 
science, and men are awakened 
to see the folly and wickedness of 
their lives—away from God, and 
walking in darkness. This is the 
beginning of a moral washing that 
goes on all through the believer’s 
life, and of which I hope to treat 
more fully later on. 

But now, observe carefully—the 
same word of God comes to all 
men, but the same effect is not 
produced in all. Christ and His 
cross is preached to an audience 
of a hundred unconverted men. 
One remains, broken-hearted over 
his sins and seeking peace with 
God, while ninety and nine go 
away untouched. Why the differ- 
ence? The Holy Spirit gives pow- 
er to the Word, plowing up the 
conscience in the case of every one 
truly converéed, and such a one 
is separated, set apart by a divine 
work within, from the indifferent 
multitude to which he once be- 
longed. It is here that sanctifica- 
tion of the Spirit applies. It may 
be some time ere he finds true 
peace with God; but he is never 
again a careless sinner. The Holy 
Spirit has laid hold of him for sal- 
vation. 

And in the salvation of fallen 
man—the Spirit and the Word 
must act. The brooding-time comes 
first. The Holy’ Spirit quickens 
through the message proclaimed. 
He awakens men, and gives them 
a desire to know Christ and to be 
delivered from sin’s power and 
saved from its judgment. After 
this brooding season, or as a re- 
sult of it, the heart is opened to 
the Gospel in its fulness; and, be- 
ing believed, the light shines in 
and the darkness is dissipated. 
“God, who commanded the light 
to shine out of darkness, “hath 
shined in our hearts, to give the 
light of the knowledge of the glory 
of God in the face of Jesus Christ” 
(II Cor. 4:6). Thus are we who be- 
lieve no longer children of the 
night, nor of darkness, but of the 
day. We were once darkness: now 
we have become light in the Lord. 
But ere the shining forth of the 
light there was the Spirit’s brood- 
ing. And this is the sanctification 
referred to in the four passages 
grouped together above. Notice the 
order in II Thessalonians 2: “Cho- 
sen to salvation through sancti- 
fication of the Spirit’”—the divine 
agency—‘“and belief of the truth” 
—the Word of life scattering the 
darkness and bringing in the light 
of the knowledge of salvation 
through the name of the Lord Je- 
sus. 

It is the same in I Peter. The 
saved are elect, but it is the 
sanctification of the Spirit that 
brings them unto the obedience 
and . blood-sprinkling of Jesus 
Christ. Now the knowledge of 
justification is mine when brought 
by the Spirit to the knowledge of 
the sprinkled blood of Jesus. It 
is faith apprehending that His 
precious blood cleanseth my soul 
from every stain, thus giving 
peace. By the Spirit I am brought 
to this, and to begin a life of obedi- 
ence—to obey as Christ obeyed.

So All Christians Are Justi- 
fied As Well As Sanctified 


But now it is of importance to 
realize that justification is not 
in itself a state. It is not a work 
in the soul, but a work done by 


Another for me, yet altogether 
outside of me, and utterly apart 
from my frames and feelings. In 
other words, it is my standing, not 
my experience. 

The difference between the two 
may be illustrated thus: Two men 
are haled into court charged with 
the joint commission of a crime. 
After a ‘full investigation, the 
judge on the bench justifies them 
both. They are free. One man, 
hearing the decision, is filled with 
delight. He had feared an opposite 
verdict, and dreaded the conse- 
quences, But now he is happy, 
because he Knows he is cleared. 

The other man was even more 
anxious and gloomy. So occupied 
is he with his troubled thoughts 
that he does not fully catch the 


declaration of the court, “Not 
guilty.” He hears only the’ last 
word, and he is filled with dis- 


may. He sees a loathsome prison 
rising before him, yet he knows: he 
is innocent. He gives utterance to 
words of despair until with diffi- 
culty made to comprehend the 
true status of the case, when he 
too is filled with joy. 

Now what had the actual justi- 
fication of either man to do with 
his state, or experience? The one 
who heard and believed was hap- 
py. The one who misapprehended 
the decision’ was miserable; yet 
both were alike justified. Justi- 
fication was not a work wrought 
in them. It was the judge’s sen- 
tence in their favor. And this is 
ever what justification is, whether 
used in the Bible or in matters 
of every-day life. God justifies, or 
clears, the ungodly when they be- 
lieve in the Lord Jesus who bore 
their condemnation on the cross. 
To confound this judicial act with 
the state of soul of the believer is 
only confusion. 

“But,” says one, “I do not feel 
justified!” Justification has noth- 
ing to do with feeling. The ques- 
tion is, “Do you believe God is Satis- 
fied with His beloved Son as your 
substitute upon the cross, and do 
you receive Jesus as your substi- 
tute—-your personal Saviour?” If 
so, God says you are justified; 
and there is an end to it. He will 
not call back His words. Believing 
the gospel declaration, the soul 
has peace with God. Walking with 
God, there is joy and gladness, and 
victory over sin in a_ practical 
sense. But this is state, not stand- 
ing. 


The Sanctification (Position- 
ally) by the Spirit Means 
We Now Should Let God’s 
Spirit Help Us in Practi- 

‘al Sanctification 

The Holy Spirit who quickens 
and sanctifies at the beginning, 
leading to the knowledge of justi- 
fication through faith in what God 
has said about the blood-sprinkling 
ef Jesus -Christ, abides now in 
every believer, to be the power 
for the new life, and thus for 
practical sanctification day by day. 

I think it must now be plain to 
any who have carefully followed 


me thus far that in this aspect 
at least sanctification is wrongly 
designated as a “second blessing.” 
It is, on the contrary, the begin- 


ning of the work of the Spirit in 
the soul, and goes on throughout 
the believer's life, reaching its con- 
summation at the coming of the 
Lord, when the saved one, in his

And so Peter, after telling the 
Christians to whom he writes that 
they are sanctified by the Spirit, 
very properly proceeds to exhort 
them to be holy because He who 
has saved them is holy, and they 
are set to represent Him in this 
world. 

So too Paul, after affirming the 
sanctification of the Thessalonians, 
yet prays that they may be’ saric- 
tified wholly,’ which would be an 
absurdity if* this” were accom- 
plished when first sanctified by 
the Spirit. “The very God of peace 
santtify you wholly; and I pray 
God your whole spirit and ‘soul 
and body be preserved blameless’ 
unto the coming of our Lord Jestts 
Christ. Faithful is he’that calleth 
you; who also will do it” @ 
Thess. 5:23, 24). Théte’ is’ no 
room for doubt as to the final re- 
sult. Sanctification is God’s work; 
and “I know ‘that whatsoever God 
doeth, it shall be forever” (Eccles. 
3:14). “He who hath begun a good 
work in you will perform it until 
the day of Jesus Christ” (Phil. 
1:6). 


“A Second Benefit” Not “the 
Second Blessing” 

When asked for Scripture as to 
the term “the second blessing,” 
the perfectionist will generally re- 
fer you to ITI Corinthians 1:15. 


There Paul writes to the Corinth- 


ians (who, as declared several 
times over in his first epistle, were 
sanctified), and says, “In this con- 
fidence 1 was minded to come _ un- 
to you before, that ye might have 
@ second benefit.” The margin 
reads, ‘“‘a second blessing.” 


From this simple. expression, an 
amazing system has been deduced. 
It is taught that as a result of 
Paul’s first visit to Corinth many 
had been justified. But as the car- 
nal mind remained in them, they 
manifested it in various ways, for 
which he rebukes them in: his first 
letter. Now he longs to geét: to 
them dgain; this time not so much 
to' preach the Gospel as to ‘have 
some “holiness meetings, ” and get 
them sanctified! )

An ingenious theory surély! But 
it all falls to the ground when 
the. student of,Scripture observes 
that the carnal saints of the first 
epistle were sanctified in Christ 
Jesus (chap. 1:2); had received 
the Spirit of God (chap. 2:12); 
were indwelt by that Spirit (chap. 


3:16); and; as we have already 
noticed at some length, were 
“washed, sanctifjed and. justified 


*'n the name of the Lord Jesus, and

What could 
be simpler, if the mind were not 
confused by faulty teaching, lead- 
ing to one’s reading his thoughts 
into Scripture, instead of-learning 
from it? | 
From the moment of their con- 
version, believers are “blessed with 
all spiritual blessings in heavenly 
places in Christ,” and the Spirit 
is given to lead us into the good 
that is already ours. “All things 
are yours” was Written, not to 
persons perfect in their ways, but 
to the very Corifithians whom we 
have been considering, and that 
before they’ received, through the 
‘Apostle Paul, a second benefit. 


Sanctification by the 
Blood of Christ: 
Eternal 


The great theme 
to the 


of the epistle 
Hebrews is that aspect of 


sanctification which has been 
designated positional, or absolute; 
net now a work wrought in the 
soul by the Holy Spirit, but the 


rlorious result of that wondrous 
work accomplished by the Son of 
God when He offered up Himself 
to put away ‘sin upon the cross of 
Calvary. By virtue of that sacri- 
fice the believer is forever set 
apart to God, his conscience 
purged, and he himself trans- 
formed from an unclean sinner in- 
to a holy worshiper, linked up in 
an abiding relationship with the 
Lord Jesus Christ; for “both he 
that sanctifieth and they who are 
sanctified are all of one: for which 
cause he is not ashamed to call 
them brethren” (Heb. 2:11). 

According to I Corinthians 1:30, 
they are “in Christ Jesus, who of 
God is made unto us... sancti- 
fication.” They are “accepted in 
the beloved.” God sees them in 
Him, and looks at them as He 
looks at His Son. “As He is, so 
are we in this world” (1 John 
4:17). 


This is not our state. No believer 
has ever been wholly like the 
Lord Jesus in a practical way. The 
highest and best experience would 
not reach up to this. But as to our 
standing (our new position), we 
are reckonéd by God to be “as 
He is.” 


The basis of all this is the 
blood-shedding and blood-sprink- 
ling of our Saviour. “Jesus also, 
that he might sanctify the people 
with his own blood, suffered with- 
out the gate” (Heb. 13:12). By no 
other means could we be purged 
from our sins and set apart to 
God. 

The main argument of the 
epistle is very fully developed in 
chapters 8 to 10, inclusive. There 
the two covenants are contrasted. 
The old covenant asked of man 
what it never got—that is perfect 
obedience; because it was not in 
man to give it. The new covenant 
guarantees all blessing through 
the work of Another; and from 
the knowledge of this springs the 
desire to obey on the part of the 
object of such grace. 

In the old dispensation there was 
a sanctuary of an earthly order; 
and connected with it were ordi- 
nances of a carnal character, 
which nevertheless foreshadowed 
good things to come—the very 
blessings we are now privileged 
to enter into the enjoyment of. 

But in the tabernacle God had 
shut Himself away from sinful 
man, and He dwelt in the holiest 
of all. Man was shut out. Once 
only every year a representative 
man, the high priest, went in to 
God, “but not without blood.” Ev- 
ery great day of atonement the 
same ritual service was performed; 
but all the sacrifices offered under 
the law could not put away one 
sin, or “make him that did the 
service perfect as pertaining to 
the conscience.” 

The perfection of Hebrews, let 
it be noted, is not perfection of 
character or of experience, but 
perfection as to the conscience. 
That is, the great question taken 
up is, “How can a polluted sinner, 
with a defiled conscience, procure 
a conscience that no longer ac- 
cuses him, but now permits him 
unhinderedly to approach God?” 
The blood of bulls and of goats 
eannot effect this. Legal works 
cannot procure so precious a boon. 
The proof of it is manifest’ in 


me eee ht eee ret ae we 


Israel's history, for the continual! 
sacrificés proved that no Sacrifice 
sufficient to purgé the conscience 
had yet been offered. “For then 
would they not ‘have*ceased to be 
offered? because that the wor- 
shipers once purged should have 
had no more conscience of sins” 
(chap. 10:2). 

How little do holiness profes- 
sots enter into words like these! 
“Once purged!” “No more con- 
science of sifis!’” What do stich 
expressions mean? Something, 
dear reader, which, if but grasped 
by Christians génerally, would free 
them from all their questionings, 
doubts, and fears. 


All Saved People Sanctified 
by the Blood.of Christ 


The legal sacrifices’ were not 


great enough in value to atone for: 


sin.’ This Having been fully at- 
tested, Christ Himself came to: do 
the. will of God, as it was written 
in the volume of the book. Doing 
that will mean for Him going 
down into death and pouring out 
His blood for our salvation: “By 
the which will we are sanctified 
through the offering of the body 


of Jesus Christ once for all’ 
(10:10). Observe, then, that our 
sanctification and His one offer- 


ing stand or fall together. We be- 
lieve the record, and God declares 
“we are sanctified.” 

There is no growth, no prog- 
ress, and certainly no second work, 
in this. It is a great faet, true of 
all Christians. And this sanetifica- 
tion is eternal in character, be- 
cause our great Priest's work is 
done perfectly, and is never to be 
repeated, as the following verses 
insist: “For by one offering he 
hath perfected forever them that 
aré sanctified” (vs. 14). Could 
words be plainer or language 
more expressive? He who doubts 
shows himself either unwilling or 
afraid to rest on so startling a 
truth! 

That one true sacrifice effect- 
ually purges the conscience once 
for all, so that the intelligent be- 
liever can now rejoice in the as- 
surance that he is forever cleansed 
from his guilt and defilement by 
the blood-sprinkling of Jesus 
Christ. Thus, and thus only, the 
sanctified are perfected forever, 
as regards the conscience. 

A simple illustration may help 
any who still have difficulty as to 
this expression, peculiar to He- 
brews, “a purged conscience.” A 
man is in debt to another who has 
again and again demanded pay- 
ment, Being unable to pay, and 
that because he has unwisely 
wasted his substance, and this 
known to his ereditor, he becomes 
unhappy when in the latter’s pres- 
ence. A desire to avoid him springs 
up and takes control of him. His 
consciéygece is uneasy and defiled. 
He knows well he is blameworthy, 
yet he is incapable of righting 
matters. But another appears, 
who, on the debtor’s behalf, settles 
the claim in the fullest manner, 
and hands to the troubled one a 
receipt for all. Is he now afraid 
to meet the other? Does he shrink 
from facing him? Not at all; and 
why? Because he has now a per- 
fect, or a purged, conscience in re- 
gard to the matter that once ex- 
ercised him. 

It is thus that the work of the 
Lord Jesus has met all God’s 


righteous claims against the sin-/ 


ner; and the believer, resting upon 
the divine testimony as to the 
value of that work, is purged by 
the blood of Christ and “perfected 
forever” in the sight of the Holy 
One. He is sanctified by that 
blood, and that for eternity. 

Having been turned from the 
power of Satan unto God, he has 
the forgiveness of sins, and is as- 
sured of an inheritance among 
them that are sanctified by faith 
that is in Christ Jesus (Acts 
26:18). 

Christ Himself is made unto 
them wisdom, and this in a three- 
fold way: He is their righteous- 
ness, their sanctification, and their 
redemption. 

Here is holiness! Here is an 
unassailable righteousness! Here is 
acceptance with God. “Ye are 
complete in him,” though daily 
needing to humble oneself because 
of failure. It is not my practical 
sanctification that gives me title 
to a place among the saints in 


light. It is the glorious fact that} 


Christ has died and redeemed me 
to God. His,blood has cleansed me 
from all, or every, sin; and I now 
have life in Him, a new life, with 
which guilt can never be con- 
nected. I am in Him, that is true.

who had never seen the inside of a 
school, and believe the Bible is the 
Word of God, and be born again 
and love God and love the Word of 
God. and believe the Bible and 
what God says in the Bible, than 
to be a man with all the degrees 
a mile long and not be able to 
understand and believe the Word 
of God, 

There is no truth without the 
One who says, “I am the Truth.” 
And when you get to the place in 
your life where you think you are 
too modern for this Bible, you are 
too modern for God and you will 
go to Hell like all the other 
scholars will who do not believe 
the Word of God. 


The Bible is very plain. You 
will have to decide one or two 
things: whether or not you be- 
lieve the Bible, or you believe in 
Hell, because if you believe the 
Bible, you have to believe in Hell. 
A lot of people would say, “I don’t 
believe in a burning Hell. I don't 
believe that folks who die in their 
sins burn forever.”’ You do not be- 
lieve the Bible then. “Oh, yes, I 
believe the Bible.” No you don’t. 
If you don’t believe there is a 
Hell, if you don’t believe there is 
a burning Hell, you do not believe 
the Bible is the Word of God, for 
the Bible is very clear about this 
matter. We will discuss many 
Scriptures tonight that will leave 
no doubt in any Bible-believer’s 
mind about the truth and the doc- 
trine of an eternal, literal, burning 
Hell-fire where people who die in 
their sins must spend eternity and 
must live forever without God. 


Several years ago Audie Mur- 
phy, I think the most decorated 
of all the World War II heroes, 
wrote a book entitled To Hell and 
Back. Audie Murphy likened 
World War II to Hell. He told 
about the men whose heads were 
disengaged from their bodies; 
about the men who were mangled; 
about seeing horror and death and 
bloodshed and mangled bodies, the 
torn battlefields and all the hor- 
rors of World War II. Then in 
coming back—he likened that as 
to coming back from Hell. So he 
titled the book, J’o Hell and Back. 


Audie Murphy had an awful 
time in World War II. My heart 
certainly goes out to all those who 
suffer in all wars, and who give 
their lives and their health and 
many times the members of their 
bodies for our lives. But may I 
say this, my precious friends: 
World War II, World War I, the 
coming World War III, the Battle 
of Armageddon and all the rest of 
them, will never have one little 
iota compared to the suffering of 
Hell-fire where the worm dieth not 
and the fire is not quenched. 

I will give you Bible facts about 
Hell tonight. I will not say one 
thing in this pulpit tonight unless 
it is authenticated by the Word 
of God.

It is 
thought there were three different 
companies of angels under three 
different archangels, Gabriel, 
Michael, and Lucifer, who is the 
Devil. Three different (you might 
say) battalions or regiments of an- 
gels. Now Lucifer decided he 
wanted to take over Heaven, so 
Lucifer rebelled against God and 
took his group of the angels and 
started a war in Heaven. Immedi- 
ately God put down the rebellion 
of Lucifer, and cast him and his 
angels out of Heaven. They were 
excommunicated from Heaven. 


If that be so, immediately God 
prepared a place for the Devil and 
these angels, Heaven’s fallen an- 
gels and the Devil. The place was 
called Hell, In Matthew 25:41 it 
says they were cast into ever- 
lasting fire “prepared for the devil 
and his angels.” As I have said 
many times, if you go to Hell, you 
will be an intruder. Hell was not 
made for you. But if you do not 
receive Christ, you will go there, 
and you will burn forever. I don’t 
care how many degrees you have; 
I don’t care how smart you are; I 
don’t care how rich you are; I 
don’t care how influential you. are; 
you will go to Hell and you will 
burn forever unless you have been 
born again. So Hell is a place 
made for the Devil and his angels. 


Let me tell you something. I get 
a little sick sometimes with cer- 
tain classes of people. The only 
thing I can’t stand in this world is 
prejudice. This idea that there are 
two kinds of preachers—the Hell- 
fire-and-brimstone preacher, and 
then there is the educated kind. 
The Devil thought that up. “There 
is that  Hell-fire-and-brimstone 
preacher, the kind that hangs you 
over Hell. Then there is the kind- 
er, sweeter type.”’ Let me tell you 
something, if you are going to Hell 
and a fellow doesn’t tell you about 
it, he isn’t sweet; he is the biggest 
enemy you have! If a world is 
lost without God, if a world ‘is 
headed for damnation forever, to 
live in the fires of an eternal tor- 
ment forever, and a man stands in 
a pulpit and some of his people are 
headed for Hell, and that man does 
not tell them about Hell, he is the 
worst enemy they have. I don’t 
care how sweet he is, or how kind. 
The best friend you have, the 
sweetest preacher who stands in 
anybody’s pulpit is the one who 
reminds you to escape the fires 
of Hell, for there is a prepared 
place for unprepared people some- 
where, where people suffer in the 
world to come forever and forever. 
The reason for Hell. 

In the second place I call your 
attention to 


The Location of Hell. 


Where is Hell? People are al- 
ways asking me. Where is Hell lo- 
cated? How do you go there? In 
what part of the universe is-Hell? 
I am not sure about that except 
to say this: the Bible seems to 
imply that Hell is down. Usually 
in the Bible when Heaven is men- 
tioned, it is up, and when men- 
tioning Hell, it is going down. So 
Hell must be down. I personally 
believe that Hell is in the heart 
of the earth. I believe that future 
Gehenna, Hell will be in the heart 
of the earth. Scientists say that 
beneath the earth there is a boil- 
ing volcanic disturbance constant- 
ly going on in the heart of the 
earth. And so I personally believe 
Hell will be in the heart of the 
earth. 


Now then, Hell is also called “a 


bottomless pit.” In Revelation 9:2 
it says the angel “opened the bot- 
tomless pit; and there arose a 
smoke out of the pit, as the smoke 
of a great furnace... .” A bot- 
tomless pit. 

My precious friend, you can be 
a Baptist, you can be a Methodist, 
you can be a Presbyterian, you can 
be a Catholic, you can be an Epis- 
copalian, you can be a Lutheran 
and all the rest of them; you can 
be baptized in this pool, and 
sprinkled in another church,. and 
confirmed in another, and reared 
in another, but if you die without 
Jesus Christ, without being born 
again, the Bible says you will go 
to Hell and suffer in a bottomless 
pit. 

I believe in Hell people constant- 
ly fall forever and forever. There 
is no bottom to Hell. It is a bot- 
tomless pit. While people are burn- 
ing, they shall also be falling. 
While people are screaming and 
crying and begging for mercy, and 
pleading for water, and while they 
are gnashing their teeth, and 
chewing their tongues, and looking 
to God and saying, “O God! Send 
Lazarus that he may dip his finger 
in water and cool my tongue, for 
I am tormented in this flame’— 
the Bible says that is a bottomless 
pit. Constant falling! Constant 
falling! Again and again; no foun- 
dation, no rock, nothing to stand 
upon—a bottomless pit forever and 
forever and forever! 


In World War II, I was in the 
paratroopers. I made nineteen 
parachute jumps or “push-outs”! 
I know what it is to fall. On my 
fifth parachute jump, my para- 
chute did not open. One hundred 
feet from the ground . one 
second from death, my reserve 
parachute finally opened. I know 
what it is to fall. I fell seven hun- 
dred feet in the air. I twisted. I 
did not know whether my head 
was up or down. My arms were 
completely uncontrollable. I could 
not hold my body with any co- 
ordination at all. I was just falling 
and twisting in the air, just com- 
pletely unco-ordinated .. . falling 

. falling ... falling; turning 
... turning; twisting .. . twisting. 

Think of it. In Hell—a bottom- 
less pit. Forever and forever! Fall- 
ing and burning and crying and 
twisting in a bottomless pit for- 
ever! 

The location of Hell is a bot- 
tomless pit, which I believe is 
down. 

We have seen the reason for 
Hell; we have seen the location of 
Hell; now I call your attention to 


The Prophecy of Hell. 


In the Bible it plainly teaches 
that people can go to Hell and 
get out. In fact, people who are 
in Hell tonight will get out some- 
day. 

I-am not talking about the per- 
son going to purgatory and if he 
gets enough prayers and enough 
money paid for him, he can get on 
up to the next place. I am talking 
about the fact that people who are 
in Hell shall some day be dis- 
charged from Hell. Here is why. 

Revelation 20:13, 14 says this: 

“And the sea gave up the dead 
which were in it; and death and 
hell delivered up the dead which 
were in them: and they were 
judged every man according to 
their works. And death and hell 
were cast into the lake of fire.” 

Ken (our song leader), I will 
use you for an example. You be 
in Hell for a minute. The place 
where you are sitting represents 
Hell. It is torment, constant soul- 
torment. But in Hell tonight the 
soul-torment is all there is. The 
body is not tormented in Hell] to- 
night, just the soul. The body of 
the lost man goes to the grave; 
the soul goes to Hades or what is 
commonly called now Hell. The 
soul goes to torment. 

Now John (assistant pastor), 
you be the body of an unsaved 
person. Ken is the soul. The soul 
is in Hades burning; the body is 
in the grave. Now one day, at the 
resurrection of the unsaved, at the 
end of the thousand-year millen- 
nium, the soul shall come out of 
Hell, the body shall come out of 


the grave and body and soul shall. 


be reunited, for Hell now is only 
disembodied spirits. But in that 
day it shall be embodied spirits, 
and the body and soul shall be to- 
gether again, and both body and 
soul shall stand before God at 
the great judgment that Ken sang 
about a bit ago, they will stand 
before God and He will give them 
degrees of punishment in the lake 
of fire, and every one of them 


will be cast again, both body and 
soul, back into the lake of fire 
to be tormented forever and for- 
ever. 


So the soul which is in Hell 
tonight will come out of Hell, and 
be delivered for awhile, just for 
a moment as it stands before God 
and then God will take body and 
soul and cast them into the lake of 
fire. 


That word “cast” in the Greek 
is a very interesting word. It is 
the word ekballo, which means to 
hurl as you would hurl a ball or 
throw a rock. In the Bible when 
someone would throw something, 
as a rock or stone, it was ekballo. 
They would hur! it, throw it. And 
that word “cast” in Revelation 
20:14 actually means people shall 
be taken both body and soul and 
shall be thrown into the lake of 
fire. 


I tremble when I think about 
these preachers standing before 
God one day and He looks at 
them and says, “My Bible was 
full of Scriptures about Hell and 
you were afraid to tell them about 
Hell. You had some educated folks, 
and you were afraid to tell them 
about Hell. You had some folks 
who thought Hell wasn’t true, and 
you cut your message, you 
trimmed the corners.”’ Woe be un- 
to any preacher who stands before 
his people and for fear of preach- 
ing something the folks don’t like, 
he fails to warn them of the wrath 
of God to come! 


There is going to be a time 
when the body shall come from 
the grave and the soul shall come 
from Hades, and body and soul to- 
gether shall be hurled into the 
lake of fire. Like it or not, it is 
there. It is in the Bible. If you 
don’t believe it, it is still in the 
Bible. The Bible is clear about the 
prophecy of Hell. 


We have seen the reason for 
Hell, we have seen the location of 
Hell, we have seen the prophecy 
of Hell; now I would have you 
notice 


The Duration of Hell. 


How long is Hell? What is the 
duration? I believe in purgatory, 
but not the purgatory that some 
of our friends believe in. The Bi- 
ble says in Hebrews that Jesus 
purged our sins on the tree. And 
if you want to know what the 
Bible says there, in the original 
language it says He purgatoried 
our sins, It is the same word as 
purgatory. Jesus purgatoried our 
sins. On the cross of Calvary, Je= 
sus Christ suffered and purged our 
sins for us. 


Consequently, we who are in 
Him will not go to purgatory, and 
those who are out of Him have not 
had their sins purged already, and 
so Hell will be forever. In Revela- 
tion 14:11 it says, “And the smoke 
of their torment ascendeth up for 
ever and ever... .” 

Go home tonight, turn on your 
kitchen stove, put your finger in 
the fire, hold it there ten minutes, 
and see what you pull out. You 
go home tonight, you put your 
finger in the fire, you hold it five 
minutes, just five minutes, then 
see what you pull out. 

“Oh,” you say, “I wouldn't do 
that.” 


Okay; what about four? 

“Why,” you say, “I am not that 
big enough fool.” 

How about three? 

“Why,” you say, “preacher, you 
are foolish.” 

How about two? 

“Why,” you say, “I still am not 
ga ang 

How about one? 


“Why,” you say, “you ag 
crazy.” 

All mght, how about ten sec 
onds then? We will leave the min- 
utes off. How about ten seconds? 

“Why,” you say, “preacher, I 
wouldn't pull back anything but 
a stub.” 

Well, how about five seconds? 
Turn the fire on, you put your 
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Page Eleven 


and foot, amd take him away, and 
cast him into outer darkness; 
there shall be weeping and gnagh- 
ing of teeth.” 3 

Falling, burning, weeping, 
gnashing of teeth! I wish I could 


describe it—-a persen gnashing his 


teeth because of pain. 


Recently I got a call from the 
Chairman of the Board of Dea- 


cons at my former pastorate in. 
Garland—one of the best friends’ 
I ever had. He, said, ‘Preacher, , 


littke Bobby was out in the barn’ 
(they live on the farm). playing 
with some gasoline and the gaso- 
line turned over and little Bobby 
was just a bundle of fire. He was 
burned terribly and he has been 
in the . He will live, but 
he was burned terribly. Pray for 
little Bebby,” 

My heart was broken, crushed! 
We are so burdened for Bobby; 
and the folk at Miller Read 
Chureh are so heartbroken for 
Bobby because Bobby has been 
burned, 

Listen, nobody said, “Don’t be 
a fanatic.” Oh, they rushed Bobby 
to the hospital. They got him, 
smothered the flame, they rushed 
him to the hospitak Pastor Tom 
Landers spent all night at the 
hospital. The deacons gathered 
areund his bed and had prayer 
because Bobby had been burned. 
Nobody called them fools; nobody 
called them fanatics. Nobody said 
they were narrow-minded because 
here was a little boy who had been 
burned. But if these same people 
plead all night for a sinner to 
stay out of Hell where they will 
burn forever, somebody will say 
they are religious fanatics, fools 
for Christ. 

Not only is there gnashing of 
teeth and weeping, but there is 


Darkness. 

Years ago Mrs. Hyles and I were 
in Colorado for a few days’ rest. 
We went to the Cave of the Winds. 
This Cave is like Carlsbad Caverns 
in New Mexico. They took us way 
baek through one tunnel, then we 
went through a smaller tunnel. All 
these stalagmites and stovepipes! 
They were hanging down. One fel- 
low said they were 40 thousand, 
or 40 million years old—I don't 
know which. We went through. 
Water was seeping on our heads. 
I thought, “Man, oh, don’t any- 
body kick these electric wires! We 
have been in here thirty-five or 
forty minutes and if these lights 
go out, we have had it! Boy, don’t 
anybody kick these electric wires!” 


Then all of a sudden it got dark! 
I looked at my wife—and I didn’t 
look at her! I looked at my hand, 
and it wasn’t there! And I 
thought, “Dear Lord in Heaven, 
don’t blow a fuse now on these 
wires!” So dark! So dark you 
couldn’t even see your wife, you 
couldn’t even see your hand— 
couldn’t see a thing, just darkness, 
total darkness. 


And think of it! People who live 
with you; folks who work with 
you are headed for eternity with- 
out Christ forever, to burn and 
scream and cry and gnash their 
teeth in total darkness forever! 
If you Joved them, you would tell 
them about. Jesus. If you cared 
for them, you would,witness to 
them. We dress in our robes of 
righteousness, pull our Christian- 
ity around us and show off how 
good we are in a world going to 
Hell and nobody cares! Our soul 
in Heaven, when people are head- 
ed for outer darkness, without 
God forever! 


Darkness! How many times in 
the night have I been at the hos- 
pital. I can recall in a little town 
way down near the Louisiana bor- 
der I received a call at three 
o'clock in the morning from a lit- 
tle lady who had a one-year-old 
baby. Our little Becky was a year 
old then. We stayed all night at 
the hospital. Little Sheila never 
pulled out of it completely. Though 
She still lives, she is afflicted. No 
one knew what the disease was. 
I can hear that dear mother as 
she looked outside and saw the 
darkness. “Brother Hyles, I wish 
merning would come! I wish morn- 
ing would come! Oh, it is not so 
bad in the daytime, but in the 
nightime, at two or at three 
o’clock in the morning!” I can stil] 
hear the cries of that little mother 
saying, “Brother Hyles, I wish 
morning would come! I _ wish 
morning would come!” 

Think of it! In Hell, no morn- 
ing! No sunshine! No brightness! 
No glow of God’s love! No radi- 
ance of the presence of our Sav- 
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iour! Oh, darkness forever and 
ever and ever! In a bottomless pit 
which btrneth with fire and brim- 
stone. . Darkness!» Gnashing- of 
teeth! Suffering! Fire forever! 

The suffering of -Hell is fire, 
darkness, weéping and gnashing 
of teeth, and in the next place the 
suffering of Hell is 


Conscience. 


People who know more about 
the Bible than I do say that when 
it says in Mark 9:44, “. . . where 
their worm dieth not, and the fire 
is not quenched,” their worm 
means the worm of their con- 
science. [t does not say “the 
worm,’ but “their worm.” In 
Mark 9:46 again it says, “Where 
their worm dieth not, and the fire 
is not quenched.” In Mark 9:48 
the third time it says, “Where 
their worm dieth not, and the fire 
is notequenched.” What worm? 
The worm.of eonscience. 
Somewhere’I heard about a pic- 
ture entitled “Napeleon in Hell.” 
it pictured the little General Na- 
poleon in Hell. Here was his hell: 
Around him were gathered ali the 
mothers he had left with dead lit- 
tle babies. Around him -were gath- 
ered all the little orphaned chil- 
dren caused by his. tyranny. 
| Around him were gathered all the 
widows who were left because of 
Napoleon's ruthlessness. Napoleon 
had to look at them, had to look 
forever in Hell at those. orphans, 
at those widows, at those maimed 
bodies, and the empty places in 
the homes. He had to look for- 
ever at those because Hell was 
the conscience of thinking of the 
awful things he had done on the 
earth. 


My Bible says when people stand 
before God, the books will be 
opened, and the deeds done in the 
body shall be given. Oh, the con- 
science of Hell! I believe there 
will be songbooks. You will have 
to hear the songs you heard sung 
about Jesus, but réfused to accept 
the Gospel. I believe there will be 
books of sermons that you will 
have to hear over and over again 
—sermons you heard but rejected 
the Gospel] after you heard them. 
Conscience! Oh, the conscience of 
all the sins, to remind you of all 
the wickedness, and all the vile, 
and all the corruption in Hell for- 
ever and forever. 


We hasten on. Suffering of Hell 
is fire, darkness, weeping and 
gnashing of teeth, conscience; but 
the suffering of Hell also is 


Lust. 

Revelation 22:11 says: 

“He that is unjust, let him be 
unjust still: and he which is filthy, 
let him be filthy still: and he that 
is righteous, let him be righteous 
still: and he that is holy, let him 
be holy stilj.” 

So that which is unjust here 
shall be unjust in the eternity. 
That which is tilthy here shall be 
filthy in eternity. The drunkard 
here shall be a drunkard’in Hell. 
He will crave liquor in Hell. The 
lustful here wili lust in Hell. The 
abominable here will be abomina- 
ble in Hell. There will be no dif- 
ference except cne thing: Brother, 
when you get to be an alcoholic 
here, you can find some liquor to 
satisfy your crave, but in Hell it 
will be an unsatisfied hunger all 
the time. Filthy still! No liquor! 

How many times have I seen 
men reach for the bottle in my 
own presence! I was in a home 
one “time when a man_ said, 
“Preacher, I hate to drink in your 
presence, but I have got to have 
a bottle.” He took that hand, shak- 
ing like a leaf in a storm, opened 
the refrigerator, pulled out the 
bottle when he could hardly hold 
it still enough to drink it, and 
poured it down his mouth, into his 
stomach, and said, “Preacher, I 
had to have it!” 

But in Hell he will beg and lust 
for it, but it won’t be there. The 
adulterer will lust, but his lust 
will’ not be satisfied. Hell is a 
‘place of constant lust. The same 
unholy passions you had here, you 
will have there, except there will 
be no satisfaction offered. Same 
desires, unholy lusts. He that is 
filthy shall be filthy still. 

«Suffering of Hell is fire, dark- 
ness; weeping and gnashing of 
teeth, conscience, lust; and then 
Hell is a place of 


Eternal Death. 
Revelation 2:11 speaks about 
Hell as being the second death. 
Revelation 20:14 calls Hell the 
second death. Revelation 21:8 calls

Hell ‘the second death. Hell is 
called eternal dying, eternal death. 
I believe Hel] is that state con- 
stantly on that little narrow di- 
vide between life and death, 


Several years ago I was called 
into a home at midnight. An 
eighty-odd year old man was dy- 
ing. I felt his pylse. His hands 
were cold, his €yes were set in 
death, it seems. I can hear him 
as he cried in the night, “‘Preach- 
er, Preacher, pray for God to let 
me live! Pray for God to let me 
live!” 

I said, “I will.” 

Then after awhile he said, “No 
Preacher, pray fer God to let me 
die.” 

I can hear the screams of the 
eighty-year-old man as he said, “O 
God, let me live! Let me live! Let 
me live! Let me live!” Then he 
would scream again and say, “O 
God, let me die! Let me die! If 
I can’t live, let me die! If I can’t 
die, let me live! But the horror of 
being here on the borderline! I 
can see life on one side and death 
on the other. God, let me go fram 
one to the other!” 


The Bible says Hell is eternal 
dying. People in Hell shall be dy- 
ing all the time. They will never 
live. It will be the constant, never- 
ceasing, endless dying process al- 
ways, forever and ever. 


Sixty people die a minute. Since 
I have been preaching tonight, 
over two thousand people have 
died. March ... March... March! 
Onward! Onward! Two thousand 
people in the last thirty-five min- 
utes, sixty every minute, thirty- 
six hundred an hour, eighty-six 
thousand a day, thirty million peo- 
ple a year! O God, help us! Every 
time we have a service on Sun- 
day morning in this church, over 
five thousand people plunge out 
into eternity, and most of them 
without God. 

How can we sleep at night? Oh, 
it is a wonder that God doesn’t 
destroy the church of the twenti- 
eth century. The churches of our 
day were built and born in the re- 
vival fires of Charles Finney, and 
Jonathan Edwards, and Dwight 
Moody, and Billy Sunday. They 
were born in those revivals. Some- 
body has said; “Since the days of 
Billy Sunday, the church of Jesus 
Christ has made no progress what- 
soever.” The last shaking this 
world had was in the days of these 
fellows who preached Hell-fire and 
brimstone. 

When Jonathan Edwards 
preached the old sermon, “Sinners 
in the Hand of an Angry God,” 
people fell under such conviction 
they reached for the pillars jn the 
church building and held on for 
fear they would fall that night 
in the fires of Hell. 

Sixty people a minute! Every 
tick of my watch, another. Tick 

. Tick . .. another! Tick... 
another! Every tick of the watch, 
every hour of the day, march... 
march ... march—thirty-six hun- 
dred people die! Hell, a place of 
fire! Hell, a place of eternity! Hell, 
a place of lust! Hell, a place of 
conscience! Hell, a place of weep- 
ing! Hell, a place of darkness! 
Hell, a place of eternal separation 
from all that is good and all that 
is holy! 


But, Thank God, You Don’t 
Have to Go There! 


A famous artist painted a pic- 
ture showing a beautiful forest, 
a lovely wooded area. But his 
teacher said, “Never paint a for- 
est without painting a path leading 
out.” 

Tonight I have described the 
doctrine of Hell—the reason, the 
loeation, the prophecy, the dura- 
tion, the sufferings—all of it; but 
I am so happy there is a path out. 
What is the path? Jesus said, “I 
am the way, the truth, and the 
life: no man cometh unto the 
Father, but by me.” If you will 
come to Jesus Christ tonight, you 
will never have to go to Hell. But 
if you reject Him, as sure as this 
Bible is true, without Jesus you 
will go to Hell. But just as sure 
as it is true, with Christ you can 
go to Heaven. 

I am so happy tonight that I 
will never go to Hell. Jack Hyles 
has taken care of all that already. 
Thank God, I will never burn one 
minute in Hell. I will never cry in 
the darkness of Hell, for Jesus 
paid it all, all to Him I owé. You 
say, “Oh, you must be pretty 
good. If you are not going to Hell, 
and you know you are, going to 
Heven, vou must be pretty good.” 

No. I am a scoundrel—just like 
you, I am no good. 


. 


“Oh,” you say, 
a pretty good life.” 

The best I can, but I fall short. 

But you say, “You know you 


,are. going to Heaven; yeu know 


you are not.going to Hell. You 
must be spotless, pure.” 

No, I am not, but I will tell “ 
what. I am trusting Someone who 
is spotless, pure. 

My college president said he was 
preaching in a revival campaign. 


| He went down to a local restau- 


rant to eat a noon meal. He walked 
out te pay his bill and he asked 
the. little Avaitress, “Little, lady, 
do you knovwe Jesus?” é 

She looked at him and said, 
“You are preaghing in a revival 
down at the First Baptist Church, 
aren’t you?” 

“Yes, I am.” 

She said, “Huh! I am not going 
te go down there because those 
folks are all hypocrites.” 

He looked at her and said very 
tenderly, “But little lady, I didn't 
came to tell you how wonderful 
the folks are down there. I came 
to tell you about Jesus. Can you 
find anything wrong with Him?” 

Great big old tears welled up 
in her eyes as she looked up at
